Planned Development Permit Amendment to allow the addition of two Hydrogen Fuel dispensers and construction of a
1,120 square foot equipment compound that will hold the storage and compression equipment needed for Hydrogen Fuel
operation. The project is located on an approximately 1.21 gross acre site.

Impact: Hazardous materials associated with past and current use of the site could be encountered during construction
activities, and the slurry wall designed to contain existing contaminants associated with the Fairchild Semiconductor
Corporation South San José Plant Superfund Site could be encountered during excavation.

Mitigation: (1) Applicant will conduct shallow soil sampling and obtain regulatory oversight if samples exceed the
RWQCB environmental screening levels and prepare and implement required plans. (2) Applicant shall notify RWQCB of
slurry wall field verification schedule and perform any additional investigation, evaluation, or mitigation, as required by the
RWQCB.
